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BELLEVILLE - 


City Council ponders using goats 
for Horizon Park shoreline

“I don’t want to be fishing goats out of 
the lake,” said Belleville City Manager 
/ Police Chief Dave Robinson as his first 
response to Councilman Ken Voigt’s idea 
to look at goats to clean up the shoreline at 
Horizon Park. 

Then, he agreed to reach out to the city 
of Ann Arbor, where goats are being used 
to trim parks, and to talk to the Downtown 
Development Authority and find out when 
the shoreline has last been trimmed and 
who’s responsible. If it’s in a contract with 
the DDA, he wants to look at it. 

Councilman Voigt began his remarks 
at the beginning of the meeting, saying 
he would like to address the condition of 
Horizon Park. 

He said the park is in really abysmal 
condition and during the recent Belleville 
Lake Fest, “I felt like I spent half my 
time apologizing for it... It’s in pretty bad 
condition... If you pulled up in a boat, it 
looks like the park is abandoned...” 

Councilman Voigt said Randy Brown 
suggested using goats to clean up the 
shore. Ann Arbor does that, he said, and it 
would be less expensive than having to pay 
a crew. He asked the administration to look 
into this immediately and to determine 
who pays, the city or the DDA. 

Voigt said Brown has one vendor and 
Voigt found one in Coldwater. 

DPW Director Rick Rutherford said the 
last time the city got the steep shoreline 
trimmed, the vendor said he’s never doing 
it again. Director Rutherford said he loves 
the goat concept. 

He said when you go over the 655 lake 
contour line it’s almost straight down. Last 
time he inquired the cost was quoted as 
$5,000, so if they go out for costs they will 
need sealed bids. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said the city 
partnered with Van Buren Township on 
trimming at one time but he doesn’t know 
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who paid. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said the DDA paid 
for it. She said besides getting a quote she 
would like to find out what kind of liability 
they have if they lose the goats. She said the 
DDA’s lawn-cutting vendor was supposed 
to be out there on Wednesday. 

City Manager Robinson said they were 
out on Monday before the festival and said 
they will make an effort to cut the parks 
on Wednesdays. He said he talked with the 
vendor about the weed-whipping they are 
missing. He said a lawn can be perfectly 
short and without weed whipping it looks 
bad. 

“I will be very interested tomorrow to see 
if it’s done right,” he said. “If it doesn’t get 
cut Wednesday, we’ll go down Thursday 
and cut it.” 

He said the DDA is looking at its contract 
for grass-cutting and, “I don’t want to 
get their contractor mad at us ... Pll be 
interested to see their contract.” 

“We’ll cross our fingers and hope,” 
Mayor Conley said. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-42- 
minute July 6 meeting, the council: 

e Heard City Manager Robinson 
announce that Clerk Verna Chapman 
had tendered her letter of resignation 
effective July 7 and “is no longer with 
us.” The council unanimously approved 
removing Chapman’s name from the list 
of official check signatories for city bank 
accounts and replacing it with the name of 
Deputy Administrator Tim McLean. Other 
current signatories are Mayor Conley and 
Councilman Tom Fielder; 

e Discussed returning to in-person 
meetings, an item put on the agenda by 
Councilman Tom Fielder. Mayor Conley 
said before making such a change they 
have to let the people know in advance 
and they have to get things in place. This 
can be discussed and a decision made at

Hugo Cardenas, Jr., a facilities 
supervisor at the Washtenaw County 
Road Commission, was hired by the Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees as its 
new Superintendent of Public Services / 
Buildings and Grounds at its regular zoom 
meeting on July 6. 

His personal services agreement was 
unanimously approved by the board 
and shows he will get an annual salary 
of $73,000 starting July 26. Absent and 
excused from the meeting were Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara and Clerk Leon Wright. 
Clerk Sharry Budd presided at the 
20-minute meeting. 

Cardenas will oversee installation of 
utility-related equipment, the parks, the 
township fleet, cemeteries, and custodial 
operations, among other responsibilities. 

He holds a bachelor’s degree in Public 
Administration and a master of science 


degree in Occupational Safety and Health 
from Columbia Southern University. 

Public Services Director Matthew Best 
said Cardenas had previous experience in 
Waterford Township and has served on 
several committees, including the MMRMA 
(Michigan Municipal Risk Management 
Authority) and received awards in Health 
and Safety for Municipal Government. 

Best said Cardenas is recognized in the 
region as one of the best in the business. 
Best said Cardenas has the skills for the job 
and he will excel in the job. 

Best said Human Resources Director 
Nicole Sumpter “beat the bushes” for 
candidates, but Cardenas really wanted to 
work at VBT. 

Cardenas takes the position vacated 
by former Building and Grounds 
Superintendent Kristopher Schlutow, 
who recently was made Water and Sewer 
Superintendent. Schlutow was hired July 
1, 2019 to replace Jeff Fondaw, who had 


abruptly resigned. 

In other business at the July 6 meeting 
the board: 

e Held a moment of silence in memory 
of Virgie Stoltz, an active member of the 
community, who died June 30; 

e Unanimously approved, without 
discussion, support for the Chapter 11 
Plan of Reorganization in connection 
with Purdue Pharma Case #19-23649 as it 
pertains to ongoing opioid litigation; 

e Heard Parks Director Jennifer Zaenglein 
announce the free movie in the park, first 
scheduled for June 25 during Belleville 
Lake Fest, will be shown at 9:30 p.m. July 
30 at Van Buren Park. The first date was 
rained out. She said they are trying to get 
the food trucks back and the “doors” to the 
park will open at 8 p.m.; 

¢ Heard Director Zaenglein also announce 
the summer Wednesday free outdoor 
concerts will be held at Quirk Park at 7 p.m. 
on July 14, 21, and 28, and free concerts 


will be held at 7 p.m. the following two 
Wednesdays on Aug. 4 and 11 at Wayne 
County Community College campus on 
Haggerty Road in the township; 

e Heard Fire Chief Dave MclInally report 
that earlier Tuesday he turned in a damage 
assessment to Wayne County and FEMA on 
recent flood damage. He said the township 
had gathered information from 11 township 
residents and one city resident asking for 
an evaluation. FEMA will determine if 
it meets the threshold for funds, Chief 
McInally said; and 

e Heard Steven Dark suggest through 
zoom that the township form a committee 
to look at visual aesthetics in the township, 
including recreation projects, landscapes, 
and how to deal with blighted properties. 
He would like to see the group study how to 
deal with VBT as a whole. Trustee Sherrie 
Frazier agreed with his proposal. Treasurer 
Budd told him to give his ideas to Director 
Best. 


School Board approves McBride HVAC project at cost of $346,000

At Monday’s regular meeting of the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education an 
exception was made to the usual procedure 
of presenting information on a project at one 
meeting and then approving it at the next 
meeting. 

On Monday the $346,000 McBride Middle 
School HVAC project was presented and 
approved at the same meeting. There were 
two reasons. First, Rob Kakoczki of Plante 
Moran said lead time for projects has been 
extending because of the wait time for 
necessary items. He said he would like to 
order as soon as possible. 

He said he expects to be able to work on 
the project in September and October on 
off hours and weekend work, so as not to 
interfere with the school sessions. This way 
they can get the work done before winter 


sets in. 

The project team selected low bidder 
of three, Professional Thermal Systems, 
Inc. at $291,000 for the base bid scope of 
work including mechanical, demolition, 
architectural, steel and roofing work. A 
second needed condensing unit was added to 
the project at a cost of $40,000, along with 
a project contingency amount of $15,000, 
making the total award recommendation of 
$346,000. 

The second reason for approving the project 
at once was that the board was considering 
not holding the July 26 meeting, which 
would put off the ordering for the project 
into August, further delaying the work. 

Later in the meeting, the board did 
informally agree to not hold the July 26 
meeting due to lack of agenda. 

In other business at Monday’s 55-minute 
meeting, the board: 


e Approved a three-year agreement with 
the Van Buren Educational Support Team 
(VBEST). Human Resources Director 
Abdul Madyun said there is a completely 
new pay schedule. He explained the former 
pay raises went by year, from years 1, 2, 3, 
4,5, and 6 and then there wasn’t another 
raise until year 17. School Supt. Pete Kudlak 
said this is a much cleaner contract than they 
had before. Director Madyun also pointed 
out there are options for insurance and the 
district can even offer free insurance, but it 
has a high deductible. Board president Amy 
Pearce said they hope to attract bus drivers 
with the new rates. She said a retired person 
without insurance could take advantage of 
this; 

e Heard results of a parent survey from 
Supt. Kudlak. He said during the last week 
of school he put out a quick survey with six 
simple questions and a couple of questions 


requiring comments. He said he sent the 
comments he received to board members but 
did not furnish them to the audience. Kudlak 
said 721 parents responded, representing 
1,112 students, with 43.8% remote students, 
42.6% in-person students, and 13.6% both. 
The answers were mostly positive, with 
great concern shown in the comments on 
whether or not masks will be required to be 
worn in school in the fall. Kudlak said he 
will be sending a survey on masks to parents 
before any decisions are made for fall; and 

e Approved hiring Matthew Wilson as a 
districtwide Instructional Tech Coach for 
the 2021-22 school year. He comes to the 
district from his job as fifth grade teacher 
at Central Academy, Global Educational 
Excellence, in Ann Arbor, and before that 
teaching fifth grade in Phoenix, AZ. He 
currently is obtaining Google Educator 
Level 1 certification. 


Rep. Dingell announces $370,059 in federal funding for Willow Run 


On Monday, Congresswoman Debbie 
Dingell, MI-12, announced $370,059 in 
federal funding for the Willow Run Airport 
as part of the American Rescue Plan. 

This funding will provide economic 
relief for the airport, covering costs 
related to operations, personnel, cleaning, 
sanitization, janitorial services, debt 
service payments, and efforts to combat the 
spread of airborne diseases. 

“Willow Run Airport is a critical gateway 
for our local economy and our communities 
in Ypsilanti and Washtenaw County,” said 
Rep. Dingell. “With this important federal 


funding from the American Rescue Plan, 
Willow Run can ensure the airport is safe 
for travelers and employees while also 
improving daily operations throughout the 
facility. 

“We are grateful for the continued support 
of Congresswoman Debbie Dingell,” said 
Wayne County Airport Authority CEO 
Chad Newton. “As a corporate, cargo, 
and general aviation facility, Willow Run 
Airport has been significantly impacted by 
the COVID-19 pandemic. The funding we 
will receive under the American Rescue 
Plan will help us meet our most immediate 


needs, including operating expenses and 
debt service payments.” 

In April, the Willow Run Airport received 
$15 million in federal funding to improve

Mask mandates 

left up to individual 
school districts 


At Monday’s meeting of the Van Buren 
Public Schools Board of Education, 
School Supt. Pete Kudlak said the CDC 
recommends that vaccinated students and 
staff not have to wear masks. He said the 
Michigan Dept. of Health recommends the 
same and has no mandates. 

Supt. Kudlak said the decision on whether 
to mandate masks in the schools this fall 
is up to the districts. He said the situation 
has been knocked around with other 
superintendents in the state and they wish 
they would just be told what to do. Instead, 
they have to make their own decisions and 
it’s a hot topic with parents. 

He said the new survey he will send to 
parents will ask: if masks are mandated 
for K-12, what is your preference for your 
student — in-person or remote? He said later 
on in August people will have to choose an 
option. 

Treasurer Simone Pinter said COVID 
is still here and parents should send their 
students to school in a mask. “There has 
to be a set plan that we go with,” she said, 
adding if everyone wore masks last year 
the district wouldn’t have been shut down 
for spikes and then opened up again. 

Kudlak said this year things have changed 
since masks are optional and if they have 
to shut down for COVID they will use up 
snow days and then have to make up the 
other days missed. 

The district will have to decide soon what 
it is going to do about masks.

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VBT to host in-person Sumpter Road 
Corridor workshop at fire station

Many have spoken, but many more have 
yet to make their voices heard about their 
vision for the Sumpter Road Corridor. Van 
Buren Township has started a planning 
process that will envision the future of the 
Sumpter Road Corridor between the city 
limits of the City of Belleville and Bemis 
Road. 

“Our residents have clear and distinct 
concerns about what happens north and 
south of Hull Road,” said Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara. “This exercise 
is intended to address those concerns and 
provide guidance for planning our future 
for the area.” 

On April 28, the township Planning 
Commission held an introductory webinar 
to collect feedback from area residents and 
other stakeholders. A variety of ideas were 
shared, but a consistent theme emerged 
in comments received following the 
introductory webinar. 

“The township hears the consistent 
feedback we’ve received so far in support 
of preserving the area’s rural character, 
south of Hull Road in particular’, said 
Planning and Economic Development 
Director Dan Power. “By having an on- 
site, outdoor meeting opportunity, we want 
to make sure all voices are heard as part of 
shaping the future and setting expectations 
both north and south of Hull Road.” 

In conjunction with consultants and 
McKenna Associates the township will 
host an in-person, outdoor workshop on 
July 28 from 5 to 7 p.m. at Fire Station No. 
1, located at the Sumpter/Hull intersection. 
This workshop will employ a variety of 
engagement and focus-group methods, 
including surveys, collaborative design, 
and mapping exercises. Stakeholders will 
strive to develop a consensus around a 
vision and preferred future land uses for 
the corridor. These future land uses will be 
the guiding force behind future rezoning 
and development proposals. 

In preparation for the workshop, township 
planners are taking a deeper dive in the 
area, walking the stretch of Sumpter Road 
between the Belleville city limits and Hull 
Road to gather data on existing businesses, 
homes and other buildings and their 
parking areas and driveways, evaluating 
utilities and environmental features, and 
observing traffic and circulation patterns in 
the area. 

The township completed a full update to 
its Master Plan in 2020, but also committed 
to revisiting the Sumpter Road corridor 
in greater detail as part of this Master 
Plan update. North of Hull Road, the 
township’s current Master Plan calls for 
Commercial Future Land Use to Spencer 
Avenue and Mixed-Use Future Land Use 
north of Spencer Avenue. The township 
seeks direction on whether the boundaries 
for “commercial” planned land use should 
change and what “mixed use” should look 
like. South of Hull Road, the township 


seeks consensus on whether or not people 
want to see adifferent future along Sumpter 
Road south of Hull other than primarily as 
a rural residential corridor.

Romulus Mayor LeRoy 
Burcroff under fire for 
use of campaign funds 


Over the weekend local and national 
stories were published about Romulus 
Mayor LeRoy Burcroff who admitted 
spending $4,500 in campaign funds for an 
open bar at the Belleville Yacht Club for 
his daughter’s wedding. 

Burcroff’s attorney Daniel Wholihan told 
WXYZ that the wedding was related to the 
campaign because many of those attending 
the wedding had also worked for Burcroff. 

Wholihan added that while using the 
money for the wedding created “poor 
optics,” he did not believe it constituted an 
improper use of funds. 

The attorney said Burcroff had repaid his 
campaign fund the $4,500 with personal 
funds, as well as the almost $15,000 in 
donations he paid to his church from his 
campaign funds. 

On Saturday, Newsweek reported that the 
wedding was not the first time Burcroff has 
faced scrutiny for questionable spending. 

Stories started at local ABC affiliate 
WXYZ, who first reported a series of 
questionable payments made by the mayor 
in December, which included more than 
$6,000 worth of payments made to his 
children, brother, and son-in-law for office 
rent and campaign office maintenance. 

Earlier this year, Michigan Secretary 
of State Jocelyn Benson launched an 
investigation into Burcroff’s finances 
following reports that the mayor has 
improperly used funds to pay family 
members, yacht club memberships, and to 
purchase a Jeep Wrangler. It is illegal to 
use campaign spending for personal use in 
Michigan. 

WXYZ also uncovered $3,800 paid in 
membership fees to the Belleville Yacht 
Club, where his daughter’s wedding was 
held. 

The mayor, who said earlier this year he 
will not be seeking re-election, remains 
under investigation by the secretary of 
state.
